States has agreed to rearm 
35,000 Nationalist troops now 
held in French internment

The Presa. report, originating 
in Hong Kong, had claimed that 
the Melby Mission, which re- 
cently made na military survey 
of Indo-china, had concluded such 
tn agreement with the French 
and Vietnamese authorities’ In 
Indo-China. The American 
spokcaman sald, “we know 
nothing of ony such agreement.” 

About 36,000 Nationalist troops 
who fled across the Jado-Ching 
border last December are held in 
several Internment camps ‘in 
Vietnam. They have been dis- 
armed and are guarded except 
for several thousand who have 
volunteered for work on planta- 
tlons and in coal minca, 

At the same time  offictal 
French sources disclosed that 
talks betwcen French and Amert- 
can officials looking to unfreez- 
ing of Chinese assets in the Unit- 
ed States have been broken off. 
The funds were to be ‘used to 
pay: expenses of interned Na- 
tlonalists, which Is costing ‘the 
French Government ebout 7,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 Pinstres month- 
ly (US$350,000 to US$500,000 at 
the oMcinl rate of exchange).

The captain - of the stricken 
vessel explained that water, sccp- 
ing through. the erncked hull, 
which«has been partlally repair- 
ed, wos being absorberl by - the 
cargo of china clay and was 
“making: us heavier.” 

The cutter Dexer answered 
the distress cal) from the Belfri 
on Monday, when the vessel was 
opproximatcly 650 miles North 
East of St. John's, New Found- 
Innd, She was _ bound 
Philadelphia from England, 

Since then, the Belfri has mace 
less than 175 miles. The heavy 
seas that. hampered the crew's 
efforts’ to patch the vessel oad 
make her seaworthy, have calm- 
ed, However — the stricken 
freighter fs still taking water. 
Tine Belfri and her escort are 
making ‘about cight knots in 
heavy fog. :
